At Olathe North, itis traditional for 
students to participate in various 
extracurricular activities.

body. Some very prestigious names 


have come out of the Olathe senior 
high school to reinforce this tradition. 

In 1883, George Haftshom 
_ Hodges, 1912 - 1914 Democratic Gov- 
_ emor of Kansas, was graduated from 
_ Olathe High School. In 1887, Olathe 
graduated Herbert Spencer Hadley, 
who was to become the first Republi- 
can Govermor of Missouri. The year 
1897 saw a young J. C. Nichols gradu- 
ated from OHS. Mr. Nichols went on to 
be Kansas City’s most famous devel- 
oper creating, among other things, the 
famed Country Club Plaza. In 1900 Al- 
_ bert Beach was graduated from Olathe 
High School. Mr. Beach later became 


_ the 1923-29 mayor of Kansas City, Mis- 


souri. In 1922, Buddy Rogers, silent 
screen movie Star, was graduated 
from OHS. These famous Eagle gradu- 
ates demonstrate the long tradition of 
pride that typifies Olathe North's stu- 
dent body.

_ The academic tradition at Olathe 
North is a long and varied tale. It is the 
story of a growing population, a con- 
cemed community, and the desire for 
educational excellence. The story be- 
gins in 1865 when Professor W. W. Dev- 
erall opened a small public school in 
the old court house. In 1868, the 
school moved into a new building lo- 
cated at the comer of Loula and Water 
streets. In 1885, Olathe High School 
graduated its first class of seniors. 

The year 1898 saw another new 
school built for students in Olathe and 
by 1905 enroliment was up enough to 
warrant a bond election for a new high 
school. The bonds passed, and the re- 
sult was the St. John Memorial High 
School, now known as Vo-Tec. 

In 1958, a new high school was 
completed in the northeast part of 
town. In 1964, due to ever increasing 
enroliment, new classrooms were 
added. In 1973 and 1982, new wings 
were added. This school, originally 
built on twenty acres of farm land, is 
now known as Olathe North High 
School. 

When voters in Olathe approved 
the $35 million bond election in 1986, 
they affirmed a long tradition of sup- 
port for education. For generations, 
Olathe students have received this 
kind of academic attention, and it is in- 
deed part of the legacy of the Olathe 
community to provide the very best for 
their young scholars.

One of the most generous groups 
at Olathe North this year was the Stu- 
dent Council. By using the Stuco Fund, 
it helped many individuals and groups 
at school. The main income of this 
fund was provided by the vending ma- 
chines in the commons area.

And Sell Homes 


The budget for one class that stu- 
dents from Olathe North participate in 
is staggering. It tops every class bud- 
get in the district, and it frequently 
runs in the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. This class is the carpentry sec- 
tion of instruction at the Vocational 
Technology School. 

For the last 15 years Mr. Ray Sims, 
vo-tech instructor, has taught how to 
build houses to carpentry students. 
Most of those houses have been built 
in Persimmon Hill, and all of the hous- 
es are a ranch Style. The students de- 
sign the house, add unique features, 


and they even decorate the interior. 
They coordinate wallpaper, carpet 
and wall colors. They add all the finish- 
ing touches, and in short build a mar- 
ketable, attractive and_ well-built 
house. 

The carpentry class focuses on 
safety and perfection. If it’s done 
wrong, it’s taken out and redone. 

“Our houses have to be as good 
if not better than all the others be- 
cause people will examine a student 
built house more closely than a pro- 
fessionally built model,”’ Mr. Sims stat- 
ed. “Just because it’s student labor, 


we're not talking less quality.” 

As a result of this class, the car- 
pentry students have many job oppor- 
tunities. Three area builders already 
offer after-school, weekend, and sum- 
mer work. There are standing offers for 
full time employment for all graduates 
of the carpentry program. Mrs. Francis 
Gumm, vo-tech guidance counselor, 
concluded, ‘It doesn’t take college for 
a student to be successful, as the car- 
pentry class illustrates. These kids 
graduate with a highly paid, sophisti- 
cated skill. We are proud of this class 
and its students.”

Students Get First Hand Job Skills 


One of the most important as- 
pects of high school is to train stu- 
dents for the work force. At Olathe 
North, an important organization ex- 
ists for no other purpose than to pre- 
pare students for their future careers. 
This group is called Community Ser- 
vice. : 

Community Service, also known 
as on-the-job-training, provides 
Olathe North seniors with the skills 
they need to set career goals. For the 
past eleven years, Mrs. Carol Garber 
has sponsored this program.

Teaches Hue Vu 
Value of Freedom 


Most American teens take the good life democracy offers 
for granted. It is all they have ever known, and they expect it. 
One exceptional teen at ONHS doesn’t take it for granted be- 
cause she knows what it’s like to lose her freedom. When she 
was only eight years old, she had to run from her homeland de- 
pending upon gold for bribes, an old leaky boat for escape, and 
the knowledge that certain torture and death awaited if she 
were caught. Hue Vu, senior at Olathe North, knows all of this 
first-hand. “At first it was an adventure. It was exciting. Then 
seven days in a cramped boat quickly turned it all sour. Kids 
in the U.S. don’t really Know or understand about the commun- 
ists. They can’t know until they actually live under their rule.”’ 

Hue and her family were happy in South Vietnam before the 
communist regime took over. “Life was prosperous — my fami- 
ly was happy. My mom owned her own business. Life was 
great.’ Then in 1975 the trouble started. Hue was only six at 
the time, but she remembers the changes in her homeland. “My 
sister got kicked out of medical school, and my mom lost her 
business. There was so much tension all around us. Even the 
neighbors were afraid of venturing out of their houses. Then 
when President Thieu Van Nguyen publicly resigned, we all 
knew we were in for some drastic changes.’’ The Vu family lost 
their ranch and their wealth. They made plans to escape for 
America, and three years later they arrived in Kansas City.

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Math 
Department 
Offers North 

Students 
Diversity 


In 1986-87, the Math Depart- 
ment was dedicated to providing 
students with diversified oppor- 
tunities in mathematics. To this 
end, the Math Department offered 
a wide range of courses from basic 
level mathematics, designed to 
prepare students for competency 
tests, to calculus, designed for the 
college bound freshman. 

At the most basic level, ONHS 
offered Consumer Math. 
“Consumer Math helps students 
understand how to balance their 
checkbooks and the concepts of 
principle and interest rates that 
help when buying a car,’’ stated 
Mrs. Anita Lathrop, Consumer 
Math teacher. 

On a more advanced level, 
there are classes like geometry 
and applied algebra for those stu- 
dents who want to further their un- 
derstanding of math or for those 
who want to advance to higher 
courses like analysis and calculus. 
Students are faced with problems 
that range from simple algebra to 
trigonometric functions, and from 
linuts and derivative to differential 
and difinite intergral. In order to 
take on these challenges, the stu- 
dents must leam some valuable 
lessons in approaching problem 
solving. According to Mr. Don 
Lang, there exists a fourth “R” in 
education, which is reasoning. 
“The whole idea behind mathe- 
matics is reasoning. ‘A’ students 
will not get anywhere if they only 
try to solve problems by following 
patterns. It involves reasoning.’ 

In 1986-87, the Math Depart- 
ment was devoted to educating 
students by providing a wide range 
of courses in mathematics. At 
Olathe North, students were able 
to find a class that fit their needs, 
from basic everyday math to 
courses which prepare them for 
college.

Updates 
Industrial 
Arts 
Department

puter called CAD. The CAD, or 
Computer Aided Drafting and de- 
sign, is the latest advancement in 
drafting.

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Kifer Accepts 
P.T.R.A. 
Honor 
For Science 
Dept. 


In 1986, the Science Depart- 
ment at Olathe North could boast 
of an honor that no other science 
department in Kansas has re- 
ceived. Mr. Greg Kifer, junior and 
senior physics teacher, was cho- 
sen from a field of over a thousand 
teachers to be a Physics Teaching 
Rescource Agent for Kansas. This 
means that he teaches other Kan- 
sas physics teachers how to pres- 
ent this course in addition to run- 
ning workshops statewide and fiel- 
ding phone calls from all parts of 
the state concerming physics edu- 
cation problems. 

Mr. Kifer saw an article about 
the American Association of Phys- 
ics Teachers in a professional jour- 
nal. He applied for the position 
along with 1100 other teachers 
across the United States. There 
were 100 chosen, and he was the 
only agent chosen from Kansas. 
“Kids are always afraid to take 
physics. I hope to help them over- 
come this fear. If they were pre- 
pared better, they would under- 
stand how interesting and exciting 
physics really is,"” commented Mr. 
Kifer. 

Because it often happens that 
science teachers with only basic 
physics backgrounds are required 
to teach an entire physics course, 
an expert like Mr. Kifer is needed 
for background information and 
planning. “When the teachers 
don’t understand and are afraid of 
physics, then the students have all 
the more trouble. Physics is a fun 
course, but not if the teachers 
don’t understand the subject 
enough to make it that way,”’ said 
physics teacher and PTRA, Mr. 
Greg Kifer.

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Special Needs 
Met By Small 
Group Classes 


The Special Services Depart- 
ment is concerned with students 
with a wide variety of disabilities, © 
One of their most interesting and 
successful programs is the small 
group classroom. In this program, 
regular classroom teachers and 
special services teachers meet 
with a small number of disabled 
students for highly individualized 
instruction. According to Mr. Jim 
Hix, special services instructor, 
“The main idea behind the small 
group instruction is to give individ- 
ual assistance to students at a 
pace they can achieve. It is one of 
our most successful techniques of 
instruction.” 

Olathe North offers a wide va- 
riety of small group classes includ- 
ing American history, American 
government, geography, English, 
life science, independent living, 
math essentials, math lab, and 
others. One of the main goals of 
small group classes is to let stu- 
dents participate in reqular sub- 
ject matters in group environment 
as much as possible. In technical 
terms, this process is called 
“mainstreaming.” Without this 
type of program, many of the stu- 
dents at Olathe North would have 
to spend most of their day in one 
classroom with other students 
who have the same disability. The 
small group instruction provides a 
socialization experience between 
peers of different backgrounds 
while still achieving the subject 
matter desired. Cheryl Oakley, 
Olathe North’s special services 
counselor and former learning 
center teacher, commented, “'l 
can remember the days when we 
as teachers spent the whole day in 
the same classroom with the same 
kids. This made it extremely diffi-- 
cult to maintain motivation for 
quality learning on a day to day ba- 
sis. I feel the small group classes 
offer a much better approach to 
learning not only for the students 
but for the teacher as well.”’

These three men were 
responsible for opening classroom 
doors for substitute teachers 
and also for the cleaning up of the 
cafeteria after lunch. The evening 
shift, by far the busiest, was com- 
prised of six men who began their 
workday when everyone else had 
already rushed out the doors of 
Olathe North High School. The 
men had to clean all the class- 
rooms, dump the wastebaskets, and 
mop the halls. When there was an ex- 


tra-curricular activity after school or at 
night, these six men had to set up and 
clean up for each activity. The final 
group of custodians was the night 
shift. They consisted of three men who 
would look after the school and make 
sure everything was fine for the next 
school day from midnight till eight in 
the morning. 

By the combined efforts of these 
three shifts of men, Olathe North can 
boast ofa fine facility. Even though few 
people realize how important the 
maintenance staff was to Olathe North 
High School, nevertheless they con- 
tributed much time and energy to keep
